SUCCESSES 


Los Angeles Hears Moscow 
Announce Snow Falling On 
Much Of Battlefront 


LOS ANGELES, (lP—The Mos- 
cow Radio, in a broacrast picked up 
by the NBC listening post here, re- 
ported today that snow is falling 
over much of the Russo-German 
battlefront. 


By UNITED PRESS 


Both Russia and Germany claim- 
ed smashing new successes on the 
eastern front today and the Nazis 
threatened worse Axis ae 
warfare in the Atlantic zone pa- | 
trolled by Brtish and American na- 
val forces. 


Claims and counter-claims from 
the Russian front were only pre- 
liminary and appeared likely from 
the Russian front on both sides by 
final reports but it was indicated 
that the Red army was striking 
back strongly after severe defeats. 
The Soviet ambassador in London 
estimated that Germany had lost 
3,000,000 men in casualties and 
prisoners and 8,500 airplanes. 

War dispatches showed the fol- 
lowing: 

On the Ukraine front—the Ger- 
man high command claimed the 
capture of 380,000 Russian prison- 
ers in a big military trap east of 
Kiev and said that number was ra- 
pidly mounting, while Nazis sug- 
gested that total Soviet losses in 
this sector would be around 1,000,- 
000 in the greatest encirclement 
battle in history. The Germans re- 
ported 50 Russian divisions, prob- 
ably 750,000 men destroyed as fight- 
ing units. 

The Russians did not comment 
specifically on the Ukraine front 
other than to report severe fighting 
generally, which the Nazis admitted 
in the southern areas around Pol- 
tava and before the big city of 
Kharkov.

Markham Diary 
Given Library 


Book Contains Copies Of 
66 Of His Poems, Written 
In His Own Hand 


A diary and guest book which 
served as notebooks for Edwin 
Markham, the former El Dorado 
County school superintendent who 
later became a noted American 
poet, are now in the possession of 
the Library of Congress. 

This is according to a Washing- 
ton dispatch carried Monday by In- 
ternational News Service.

Storm In Gulf, Another 
In Atlantic, Both Are 
Pointed Toward Shore 


A storm of “full hurricane “‘in- 
tensity” threatened the Texas gulf 
coast today as high tides, heavy 
rain and strong winds lashed the 
lowland areas. 


The hurricane was said to exceed 
80 miles an hour in its center as it 
moved slowly toward a 75-mile area 
of coastline between Freeport and 
Port O’Connor. 

Freeport, site of a $25,000,000 
magnesium plant and _ sulphur 
mines, both vital in national de- 
fense, was evacuated as was the 
entire lowland area in the immedi- 
ate dahger “zone. 

“Tides four and five féet above 
normal swept into éity ’ stréets* at 

Galveston and Port Arthur and 
both cities, protected by sea walls 
from the pounding surf, felt winds 
reaching 50 ‘milés ° an hour. ; 

Hundreds of refugees poured into 
Houston, principal city of the.coast- 
al area and 50 miles back from: the 
gulf. They filled its hotels 4nd pub- 
lic buildings which were opened to 
the refugees. ‘ 

The gulf hurricane was believed 
of much greater intensity than’ a 
storm reported off the Atlantic séa. 
coast which the federal hurricahe 
warning system said probably would 
pass inland about 100 miles east. of 
Cape Hatteras, N. C. The weather 
service predicted gales on the North 
Carolina capes. 

The hurricanes swept coastward 
as three western states continued 
to count the loss suffered in week- 
end stornis. Denver -residents faced 
a failure of their natural pas stipply 
fof cooking and Heating because of 
storm damage to a pipeline. 

Sixteen persons drowned in New 
Mexico floods which left 1,000 oth- 
ers homeless. The Hondo, Verme- 
jo and Pecos rivers flooded. Low- 
j lying sections of Carlsbad and Ros- 
well were evacuated. 

A storm which swept out of the 
Wasatch Mountains into northern 
Utah caused $250,000 damage, it was 
estimated. It toppled church steep- 
les, smashed windows, blew down 
power lines and small buildings. Six 
airplanes were .demolished at the 
Ogden airport when a hangar col- 
lapsed.

Most farms have enough 
moisture for current needs except in 
the middie and north Atlantic 
states. Rains this past week helped 
pastures and late truck crops in 
much of the interior. In some parts 
of northern Illinois, Iowa and south 
Minnesota, however, heavy rain- 
fall caused considerable damage by 
flooding and erosion. 

In other places, the rainfall was 
variable for the preparation of the 
soil for fall plowing and seeding. 
Seeding of small grains is becoming 
more general in the northern and 
western wheat belt. 

Forecasters point out that quite 
frequently there is a killing frost 
along the northern border by Sep- 
tember 20. By October, killing frost 
usually occurs over the western half 
of Nebraska, southwestern Minne- 
sota, parts of lower Michigan, over
